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' Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendments raise new grounds of rejection with respect to at least claims 7 and 8. Claim 1 on 
which they depend is clearly in vitro yet these claims contain limitations to in vivo conditions. It is unclear whether the cultured neurons 
are taken from these patients or what was intended. In addition the form of the proposed amendment contains errors. At least claim 7 
includes a typographical error "form" for "from" and claim 14 contains the phrase "occurring in mammal... condition" which the marked up 
copy of the claims indicates is being deleted.
